RESOLUTION 

No. 12016/9/2003-SCB (R.L.Cell).-—Whereas the Govern¬ 
ment of India has been seized of the developmental needs 
of the Denotified Tribes, Nomadic and Semi-nomadic Tribes’, 
which are spread amongst the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled 
Tribes, Other Backward Gasses and others. 

2. And whereas the National Commission to review the 
working of the Constitution has also observed in its Report 
that the Denotified Tribes’ have been wrongly stigmatized as 
crime prone and subjected to high handed treatment as well 
as exploitation by the representatives of law & order as well 
as by the general society, it has, inter-alia recommended 
that the Ministry of Social Justice and Empowerment and the 
Ministry of Tribal Affairs should strengthen the programmes 
for the socio-economic development, educational develop¬ 
ment, generation of employment opportunities, social libera¬ 
tion and full rehabilitation of denotified tribes, nomadic and 
semi-nomadic tribes/communities. 

3. Now, therefore, the Government of India has resolved 
to constitute a National Commission for one year to study 
ikie developmental aspects of the Denotified Tribes, Nomadic 
and Semi-nomadic ‘Tribes’. 

4. The Terms of Reference of the Commission are given 
below :— 

(a) to identify Denotified, Nomadic and Semi-nomadic 
‘Tribes’ and prepare a State/Union. Teritory-wise 
list of those who have been categorized amongst 
them as Scheduled Castes. Scheduled Tribes and 
Other Backward Classes; 

(b) to study socio-economic and educational needs of 
Denotified, Nomadic and Semi-nomadic Tribes’; 

(c) to recommend to the Government of India, the 
specific interventions required for their overall 
developmental aspects; and 

(d) make any other recommendations connected there¬ 
with or incidental thereto, which the Commission 
considere nesessarv. 
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5. The Comiiiis||i^ such information as consi¬ 

dered necessary or expedient for its purpose from the 
Central Govertomeut, afiy State Government and any other 
authority, organization or individual. 

6. The Commission shall consist of a Chairperson and 
four other Members with suitable expertise, one of them will 
function as the Member Secretary. 

7. The Commission will adopt its own procedure of work¬ 
ing and mav visit any part of India a» when considered 
necessary. 
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8. The Commission shail submit its report within one year 
from the date of this Resolution . %'•
